NEW COURSE AT YALE. 


Sophomore* Ko Longer Rcqalrcd. to 


Study Classics and Mathematics. 
Announcement is made of the re- 


vised curriculum for the sophomore 
class at Yale for the coming year, 
which is regarded as one of the great- 
est advance steps taken by the univer- 
sity la the last two decades. 
The 


main feature of the change, according 
o a New Haven dispatch to the Now 
York World, is the sweeping aside of 


tra.-:i:ii>a that the classics and 


u/atiit'Uiatics nre the most important 
parts of a student's education and the 
substitution for them ot the modern 
languages and history. 


Yale several years ago took the first 


step toward broadening the academic 
course by providing that the two upper 
classes should not be obliged to study 
the old curriculum. 
No change was 


made at that time in the regulation 
compelling students in the lower class- 
es to study Greek, Latin and mathe- 
matics. 


Sophomores up to this time have been 


obliged to take five out of six courses, 
choosing from Greek, Juitin, mathe- 
matics, French or German, physics and 
English literature. In this way a stu- 
dent was forced to tafce at least one of 
the ancient languages, and he could 
not take both of the modern languages. 


In the new course the sophomore is 


allowed to take both French and Ger- 
man, and he may take two courses in 
mathematics.

I.ubeck, has just completed some val- 
uable investigations relative to the in- 
vention of the sled. After long stnflv- 
he comes to the conclusion that prim- 
itive mac probabiy arrived at tbe idea 
of the sled from seeing trees slip and 
slide dovv-a the mountains. In Madeira, 
for instance, where there is never any 
snow, sleds drawn by oxen are used 
just as they are in the Philippines. It 
is a development from the idea o£ a 
man dragging a 
burdeu along tliev 


ground, when it was too heavy for aim 
to lift it up and carry, it He at first 
hitched his dog to the deer that he toad 
just killed ana both dragged it toward 
the cave or hut in which they lived. 
When he saw logs slide 
down the 


mountain side the 
idea 
of usins 


smooth logs that -would slide over «n" 
ground easily -when drawn by himselt 
or one of his animals was the next 
step in the development of the sled. 
Primitive peoples like the Malays of 
the Philippines, and the unprogrrs 
sive peasants of Madeira, still use the 
sleds invented by their ancestors thou- 
sands of years ago. In countries where- 
ice and snow are found it is probable 
that the very fact of a man slipping: 
on the ice showed some inventive per- 
son that there was an easy way to 
carry what he wanted to transfer from- 
one place to another, and so first pull- 
ing a branch along over the 
frozen 


snow instead of carrying it, he thought 
of putting other things on the branch. 
he trimmed off the twigs and leaves 
that caught in the stumps and other 
trees, and the beginning of the sled 
bad come.
